WASHINGTON M>> — President Ken- 


nedy and British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan agreed Saturday that they are ready, 
to consider h o l d i n g East-West summit 
conferences if assured of useful results, 
but they said conditions are not ripe for 
summit diplomacy now. 


British and U.S. informants said follow- 


ing day-long talks at the White House that 
the two leaders generally agree there 
should be East-West diplomatic contacts 
at many levels including, when produc- 
tive, the summit. 


They specifically agreed that U.S.-Soviet 


discussions on the possibility of a German , 
settlement could be continued.

U.S. Scientists 
Differ on Tests

WASHINGTON — With the resumption this past 


week of nuclear testing by the_ United Stafes, (he ques- 
tion arises of precisely how much good the tests actually 
do. There is a vast difference of opinion on that question 
among those scientists who have studied the matter. 


Some of the scientists who are close to the White 


House maintain that there is no scientific need for the 
testing. They say there are good and sound political 
reasons why the tests should be resumed and they are 
indicating that President Kennedy's action in 'ordering 
new tests were based largely on political, not scientific, 
grounds. 
• 


The argument of these scientists is that the United 


States now possesses a clear lead in nuclear weaponry; j 
that the United States now has incalcualble "overkill 
power, that is the power 
to kill more people than 
is necessary to achieve an 
objective; that the tests 
can merely result in learn- 
ing how to kill even more 
people that you don't have 
to kill, and that little if 
any new knowledge can be 
gained from the exercises. 


Most of the above ar- 


guments are hotly opposed 
by another group of scien- 
tists, who also have ac- 
cess to the President's ear. 
They contend that while

Secondly, they argue the tests are necessary to pro- 


duce a more sophisticated weapon, one in which the 


i "overkill" potential, instead of being increased, would 


as a matter of fact be reduced. 


They argue further the tests can be extremely useful 


in finding new ways of packaging the nuclear bombs 
and of the means to deliver them. They also state that 
only in atmospheric tests can the bomb bursts be1 ef- 
fectively studied and thus give mankind more knowledge 
of the forces with which he is dealing. 


• .The layman is caught between the arguments of the 


experts. Most of us can let the scientists'happily argue 
the question, but the President, of course, had to make 
a decision.,

TO TEST or not to test? The suspicion here in 


Washington is that the President decided to test be- 
cause he had no acceptable alternative. As long as there 
was the remotest chance that something might be 
learned from the tests, he could not permit the Russians 
to burst their bombs without loosing our own. 
' 
Whatever doubts he and his scientific advisers might 


have had about the efficacy of the tests, the Russians, 
in effect, left him no choice. 


; 
The fear that the Russians might be learning some- 


thing new, that they might through their experiments 
catch up with us or even outstrip us would have had 
bad political effects within the United States and would 
certainly have caused considerable queasiness on the 
part of our allies. 


In effect then, the President's decision lo resume 


testing was largely a political decision, based more upon 
the exigencies of the cold war than upon the scientific 
reasons for the explosions.

Hence, the outgo was far in 
excess of the income. 


As a matter of fact, the 


company three years ago 
embarked on a program of 
modernization of "plant and 
equipment costing $1.2 bil- 
lion. It has about $265 mil- 
lion still to be spent for this 
purpose this year. It bor- 
rowed more lhan $800 mil-

opened for business. 


Located on the ground 


floor of the health depart- 
ment building al 2655 Pine 
Ave., the center will he 
open from 8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.ml daily, Monday through 
Friday. 


Any resident ot Califor- 


nia 21 years old or older 
is eligible for the services 
of the center, Dr. I. D. Lit- 
wack, city health officer, 
said, i • 


Harry 
Lndas, formerly 


health educator for the City 
Health 
Department, 
has 


been named full-time direc- 
tor of the center.

LADAS SAID no fees 


will be assessed at the oul^ 
set of the program. Later, 
he said, a small fee may 
have to be charged—but 
no one will he refused serv- 
ices if unable to pay. 


Services available at the 


center will he outpatient 
medical 
and .psychiatric 


treatment, counseling, psy- 
chological testing and fol- 
loy-up checks by public 
health nurses. The center 
also will conduct a contin- 
uing education and infor- 
mation program.

For the time being, Dr, 


Litwack said, there will be 
no facilities for detoxifica- 
tion of the patients in the 
throes of an acute alco- 
holic episode. 


"We hope to enlist local 


hospitals in providing emer- 
gency detoxification serv- 
ice," Dr. Litwack said.

Tork, a 14-1 vaulter at West Virginia U., was dead- 


locked with Gerald Pratt of Texas Southern and Davies, 
now of Arizona State, after surpassing 15-7. 


But the tie didn't last long, 
Davies and Pratt missed badly at 1*6-2. • Tork was 


.."over'.' *on his first try, but scraped the bar on the way 
down. His second assault was a winner all the way. He 
cleared it with at least four inches to spare. 


The 6-foot, 170-pou,nder held the fiber glass pole at 


14-9 and used a 152-foot run for the big one. 


* Tork tried 16-4 three times but the inspiration had 


expired. He didn't come close. 


A Marine for four years, Tork's previous best was 


15-8V4 last month. 


The vaulting began at 14, feet but Tork took his 


calisthenics on the sidelines until competition reached 
15'feet He made 15-0 on his first try, then 15-7. Then 


he was alone, except for 1,000 expectant spectators sur- 
rounding the catapult runway. 


Tork's \vault timing was perfect but the timing of 


the event was not. 


He finished his acrobatics at 7 p.m., the same time 


that Al Oerter boarded a plane for New York with his

JWERE'S ONE of the ironies of life: Some parents, in 


their desire for their child to succeed in school 


and in his career when he gets out of school, push 
him so Kard that he falls short of the mark he is 
capable of making. 


Such parents need to learn the difference between 


motivation and push. 


Excessive . pressure 
by 


teacher or parent on' the 
child tends to mnke him 
nervous and g've him. a 
feeling of inadequacy; these 
feelings distract him; the 
result is exactly the oppo- 
site from what the teacher 
or parent intended. 


Normally, a child has a 


priceless, 
• fresh enthusiasm. 


He is ready to go down the roads of learning that are 
opened to,him. 


But find out what his best speed is. Evaluate his 


ability and the stage of his development. Remember 
that these factors vary widely in the average ele- 
mentary school class. Some students are as much as \ 
four years ahead of others. The student who develops 
slowly may eventually catch up with his more ad- 
vanced classmate. Meanwhile, he needs guidance ra- 
ther than a firm shove. 


THE PARENT who really wants to help will pro- 


vide an intellectual environment that creates respect 
for and interest in learning. The number of books in 
the home and the quality of the conversation have a 
direct bearing on academic achievement. 


Don't merely: scold. Open up new avenues of 


thought. If you don't want the youngster to waste 
away his precious minutes, provide him interesting 
and constructive experiences. Take him to art gal- 
leries, museums, libraries. Answer his questions. 


But you may be sure of this: If you try to thrust 


an art, a career, or a book upon him, he will resist. 
In the end, the choices must be his. Otherwise, he will 
feel that something has been hung around his neck. 


YOU CAN challenge his mind (but make sure the 


challenge is not too big). You can open new worlds 
of thought. You can guide and suggest. 


If you do these things, the chances are good that 


you will produce a scholar. 


If you depend on push and force, the chances are 


good that you will produce a rebel.

assistant director, who pops her head in the cast 
house door. "Now remember that change we made, 
in rehearsal last "week, where you slart up the 
hill after your farewell speech," she says to Robert 
Taylor, dressed in the flowing robes of Father Sal- 
veJierra.

NITZKOWSKI, who at the age of 


3<i has made a national reputation 
for himself and the school, is work- 
ing on it. 


This year's team has not compiled 


the impressive records and the vic- 
tory streak of the recent teams Nitz- 
Howski- has produced, but there is 
hope for that seventh state crown 
in a row.

The lfH51 Vikings lost the Metro- 


politan Conference meet by 70 points 
and 
as Nilzkowski says, "Thai's 


really getting clobbered." That's like 
losing a football game by five touch- 
downs. Then, in the Southern Cal 
championships, LBCC lost to the 


same team, Santa Monica, by only 
21 points. 


In the state meet Long Beach beat 


Santa Monica by 8 points and won 
the crown.. 


THE EXPLANATION is simple. 


Monte Nitzkowskj is a masler at un- 
derwater psychology. 


"We build our entire season around 


'the one meet, the state meet," says 
Nilzkowski. The reason is that when 
the four-year colleges hand out ath- 
letic scholarships, they check a boy's 
record in his lovighest competition 
of the year. LBCC swimmers invari 
ably achieve their peak performances 
in the state finals. 


In addition to a training routine 


that puts the LBCC swimmers at 
their physical peak for the big finale, 
Nitzkowski has come up wilh some 
remarkable "assists" in his seven 
years of coaching Ihe Vikings. 


Like the time his team was on a 


•road trip to Cal and Stanford. When 
bus connections became entangled, 


. the boys lost most of the night's 


sleep before opposing Stanford, which 
had not lost a dual meet in 10 years. 


NITZKOWSKI saw the need of a 


stimulant. So he rushed to a health 
food store and got some supplies. In 
the locker room before the meet he 
concocted his brew. He mixed orange 
juice wilh soya bean flour and sprin- 
kled some poppy seeds over the top. 


"Here," 
he 
commanded, "drink 


this and you'll win." 


The boy entering the first race 


downed his and ran for the pool.- 
"That kid did the best time in his 
life,'.' recalls Nitzkowski. The weary 
LBCC team went on to hand Stan- 
ford its first defeat in a decade.

Later that season, USC beat Stan- 


ford and it was a big event in inter- 
collegiate athletics. Nobody men- 
tioned the accomplishment of the 
poppy seed kids. 


Monte's next idea was for his 


swimmers to shave their legs. 
"I 


had a terrible time getting the first 
one to do it, as you can understand," 
says Nitzkowski. "But finally Tiulsy 
Wyre 
from 
Jordan 
High 
School 


agreed. Luckily, .he did better than 
ever before that day. So all the kids 
on the team shaved their legs, and 
now its done all over the country. 
Now they even shave their heads." 


Last year when Nitzkowski's team 


failed to win the conference title for 
the first time in five years, he recog- 
nized that drastic steps were needed. 
So he mixed a new potion 'and de- 


livered a stirring lecture about its 
energy value. 


THE POTION was wild flower hon- 


ey combined with jasmine tea. 


"I've read reports by doctors claim-

The Sign 
of a Taut Ship 


By Yinf Moc/er 


npllF. TIME is a pleasant 


Sunday afternoon and the 


place is the waters off Alami- 
tos Bay, where an outboard 
molorboat churns along as its 
owner and family enjoy their 
sea jaunt. 


There is a hail from a pa- 


Iroling C o a s t Guard cutter. 
Coast Guardsmen board the 
boat. The pleasure craft is 
about to be inspected for 
compliance with the laws gov- 
erning equipment and safety 
devices. 


"So I guess here goes for 


a citation, sighs the owner. "I 
should have paid more atten- 
tion to that auxiliary man and 
his checklist." 


The man he is thinking 


about is a member of the 
United S t a t e s Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, who offers a free 
"Courtesy Motorboat Exami- . 
nation" t h a t exempts the 
boatman from a boarding un- 
less he is observed in some 
glaring v i o l a t i o n of .boat- 
handling rules. 


BOAT examinations are one 


of the busiest functions of 
the auxiliary's llth District, 
headquartered in Long Beach. 


A boat owner whose craft 


meets the auxiliary's staff re-' 
quirements is awarded a decal 
—the sign of a taut ship, be 
it large or small. It is this 
large decal, showing through 
the boat's windscreen or cabin 
glass, that spares the owner 
a r o n l i n e 
boarding —be- 


cause the auxiliary's courtesy 


checkup is more thorough 
than the law-enforcement in- 
spection made by the Coast 
Guard itself. 


For instance, there is no 


legal requirement that a small 
boat have an anchor and line, 
but 
no 
auxiliary 
examiner 


gives a decal until that ele- 
mentary equipment is aboard. 


"Too 
often the examiner 


finds a boat supplied with 
suitable anchor, but minus the 
line to throw it put on," says 
Cmdr. Richard H. Hagadorn, 
professional Coast Guardsman 
who is assigned to the llth 
Coast Guard District as full- 
time director of the 
1,100 


auxiliary members. 


LAST YEAR e x a m i n e r s 


from the 11th district auxili- 
ary conducted about J2,000 
of these safety checks—all at 
the ' invitation of the boat 
o w n e r s . The Coast Guard 
made 22,000 boardings in the 
district. 


With the springtime up- 


surge of hunting activity, the 
auxiliary hits its busiest ex- 
amination s e a s o n . Around 
marina moorings, at launch- 
ing ramps and on the waters, 
auxiliaries who have them- 
selves been rigidly examined 
on their qualifications will be 
talking 
about 
safety 
with 


thousands of boat owners. 


They will be seeking invita- 


tions to give the courtesy ex- 
amination. For it is only at 
the owner's request that an 
examination is made. 


OF THE 12,000 boats ex- 


amined in l!)6r, only about 


4,000 qualified for the coveted 
decal. 


The other 8,000 failed 1o 


meet the required standards 
in lifesavers, lights, warning 
signals, fire extinguishers, eli- 
mination of fire hazards and 
so forth. 


Regardless 
of 
the great 


number of failures, the ex- 
aminers r e p o r t deficiencies 
only to the owners of the 
boats. 


The checklist is given to 


the owner. The examiner does 
not even keep a copy of it. 


While the examination pro- 


gram is the auxiliary's big 
contribution to the world of 
pleasure boating, the organi- 
zation conducts many other 
activities around the calendar, 
both serious and social. 


The regular meetings of all 


levels from officers of Ihe dis- 
trict to general meetings of 
the local basic units—the flo- 
tillas—are as much social »s 
business. The auxiliary elects 
all its own officers. 


HAND-IN-HAND with this 


d e m o c r a c y and sociability 
goes informality: there is none 
of the Coast Guard's military 
organization 
and 
discipline. 


M e m b e r s have an author- 
ized uniform, resembling the 
Coast Guardsmen's and dis- 
tinguished by., a shield Jn- 
signia, but wearing or own- 
ing it is entirely optional. 


Boating o u t i n g s are, of 


course, a major auxiliary di- 
version, including an annual

Wildlife 
Gets Help 


By Enola Chamberlin 


^LTHOUGH'wild creatures 


have always had to con- 


tend with man for their right 
to live, it has generally been 
because man killed on pur- 
pose. He killed for food, for 
hide, for feathers or because 
the animals threatened him in 
some way or another. 


But how has come a time 


when these wild things are 
killed only because-they are 
in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. And to give man 
credit, he is helping to pre- 
vent this slaughter, whenever 
and wherever he'can. 


Cars on (he highways take 


their toll of animals even so 
large as deer. In an effort to 
prevent these accidental kill- 
ings s i g n s are p o s t e d 
wherever deer abound, warn- 
ing molorists lo watch o"' 
forth'-"- 


t i-KiibHLY SURFACED tar 
roads are a hazard to chip- 
munks and squirrels that may 
try to scurry across. them. 
Even birds, no doubt mistak- 
ing the shine of the tar for 
water, drop down and become 
stuck. To keep these tragedies 
from 
happening the 
forest 


service often allots men to 
patrol the areas while the tar 
is fresh. These rangers drive 
the small animals back where 
they can. Otherwise they res- 
cue them. 


In Florida, where the tiny 


key deer like lobacco lo their 
death, men scout (he roads 
picking up cigarette 
butts 


which lure these elf-like ani- 
mals into the path of speed- 
ing cars. Signs are : posted 
asking motorists hot to dis- 
card their cigarettes. At the 
time this program of keeping 
the roads clean was started 
these deer were so nearly 
extinct thru 25 were all that 
could be ; found. But .now, 
within only a few years the 
herd has increased to 125. 


Migratory birds also come 


in for their <s,)iare of protec- 
tive care. Laws have been 
passed to protect many of 
them. In this category, the 
hawk deserves especial men- 
tion. These birds that do so 
much more good than damage 
were rapidly being killed off 
as they roosted in trees on 
their north-south flight. Now

But low clouds some- 
times cause the birds to drop 
down.'Since rhcjst land birds 
fly at night so they can feed 
by day, any light in the sky 
can confuse them, and they 
may fly into .a solid object 
that holds it.

1|T IS NOT surprising that 


you ask yourself if you 


ought to 
throw 
away 
the 


colorful 
detergent 
bottles 


when they arc empty. And so 
you save them hoping an idea 
will come along. 


Well, you may make imme- 


diate use of them'as vases. 
Since the detergent bottles 
come in all shapes and lints, 
you may acquire an assort- 
ment on which to use your 
imagination and materials. 


To prepare the vase, the top 


is "cut" away with a kitchen, 
paring knife. Simply push the 
point of the knife into the 
shoulder edge and slice it off 
all around. Of course the edge 
will be a bit jagged, so it must 
be trimmed off evenly with 
scissors. 


The paper labels are soaked 


off and all the hubbies rinsed 
out of the bott|e. 


IF THE printing is directly 


on Ihe plastic, try scraping 


back and forth with the knife 
held at right angle, then fin- 
ish scouring with an abrasive 
pad.

The negative roll in the 


Ank-a-Matic system, as it is 
called, can be used in any 
camera which lakes a 127, 
120 or 620 roll of film. It is 


loaded and exposed just as 
conventional black-and-white 
film is done. 


AFTER exposure, it is put 


into the processor along with 
a roll of positive print paper. 
The developer, in a three- •. 
ounce 
plastic container, 
is 


poured .into its special com- 
partment and is used only 
once. W h e n 
the. . electric 


switch is turned on, the de- 
velopment process starts as 
the rolls Of negative and posi- 
. live materials are brought 
tightly together. In a few sec- 
onds they emerge from a 
slot, pressed together in one 
continuous strip. 


After 30 seconds they can 


be peeled apart. The negative 
roll is useless and is dis- 
carded. After drying, the roll 
of finished prints can be cut 
apart or accordion-folded to 
form a continuous snapshot 
folder.

Once the bulbs develop into

of a dozen, or more buds on 
one stalk slowly continues to 
open over a period of ten 
days, sometimes longer. 


THEY GROW in milder

them properly is 


very different from the way in 
which you would water your 
lawn.

Do people who phone a doctor at 1 a.m. really 


need him or are they just neurotics seeking a willing 
ear?

Recently, a New Jersey doctor declared thai night 


calls'arc unneccsstiru, a tcdste of time. Almost any 
ailment, according to this physician, can wail till 
morning.

These remarks made many people hot under the 


collar. They also affected many doctors the same way 
-—especially those who are accustomed to working into 
the early morning hours. 
V 


All doctors, of course, have strong views on night 


calls. To find out what they are, I inlercietced a 
panel of tin doctors affiliated with the Thayer Hospi- 
tal, Watervillc, Me., a typical medium-sized American 
community. 


Doctors—most family doctors—do make night 


calls. They believe night calls are important to overall 
medical care. 


However, they sec some problems arising from 


making night calls. The Thayer general practitioners 
and internists made the'se two important points: 
1 Many people don't know when or why to call-a 
doctor at night. 
2 Doctors want patients to understand the problems 
of night calls, when they ii'fff or won't come to the 
house, fees involved and oilier aspects. 


When Calls Are Needed 


.When is a night call necessary? It is always needed, 


.says the Thayer panel, in cases of serious accident, 
significant blood loss, and severe pain or discomfort. 


"Patients have to use Ihcir judgment," adds in- 


ternist Dr. George Robertson, "hut a call also is justi- 
fied if you have a chronic disease such as heart trouble, 
asthma or ulcers and fail to get relief from your usual 
medication." 


Dr. Jacob Jacklcr, another internist, says he believes 


a patient may be justified in calling al night if he is 
extremely anxious, worried about his condition or 
that of a relative. 


Sonic doctors disagree icilh him. "If patients call 


just Itccausc they're anxious, we'll he stcampcd," the 


panel commented. "Patients should call ichen tlicij 
think they're in serious trouble and need immediate 
attention." 


As far as pregnant women and children arc con- 


cerned, doctors offer some rules of thumb. A call is 
expected if a pregnant woman goes into labor, bleeds 
or her "waters break." Many doctors expect to be in- 
formed if a child's temperature exceeds 101 degrees 
and the child is extremely uncomfortable. . 


A Silly Phone Call 


Of course, doctors are accustomed to unnecessary 


calls. Dr. Clarence Dore, a general practitioner, lells 
the story of a woman who phoned around niitl- 
night. She demanded he come immediately. Asked for 
the symptoms, she refused to discuss them over the 
phone. 


"Are you in pain, bleeding or have you broken a. 


bone?" Dr. Dore asked. 


"No," she replied, then added: "Well I guess I can 


see you in the morning." 


The next day, she said she had called the previous 


night because her stomach itched and it bothered her. 
This was all that troubled her—and was the only 
reason for her distress call. 


"You get a few like that," Dr. Dore says, "but for- 


tunately not too many are from your regular palh'nls." 


The doctors explained that most practitioners in- 


struct sick patients to call at certain times, esiKcially 
it their conditions should change. "Panic calls," Dr. 
Dore says, "conic usually from individuals u-ho hiive 
no doctor—who fall to understand their ailment, anil 
arc alarmed by the slightest symptom." 


Doctors admit they arc griped by certain types of 


night callers. 


A chronic offender is the patient who calls and yells 


"Come quickly, Mother is sick" and slams down the 
phone. Dr. Stanley lieckcnnan points out that the 
physician has little recourse otljcr Iban local! back and 
"try to determine if Mother really needs the doctor." 


Then there's the relative who calls and tries 1" 


describe symptoms, fie ends up shoutinfi at the pa- 
tient, trying to elicit a clear description of what lo tell 
the doctor. 


"This is why doctors prefer to lalk to the patient 


himself—if possible," says Dr. Samson Fisher. "Even 
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the patient's voice can provide a clue to his condition." 


The patient—or his spokesman—should relay the 


following iolprmation: the symptoms and signs, loca- 
tion of pain, if any, the nature of.the pain and other, 
pertinent facts. Has the patient lost blood,"vomited?. 
Has he taken drugs? Did he lose consciousness? 


The doctor wants to know exactly why he's receiv- 


ing the call. 
, 


This is important, explains Dr. Harold Willard, 


"because the doctor wants to know if he's really needed 
or if the patient is better off going directly to the hos- 
pital." Here, for example, js a typical situation: 


A wife calls and wants the doctor to come immedi- 


ately. She describes her husband's symptoms—short- 
ness of breath, pain in the chest, pale complexion, 
vomiting, and perhaps fainting. 
. 


The doctor surmises a heart attack. He may order 


the patient to the hospital. Knowing the symptoms in 
this case has saved precious time—and maybe the pa- 
tient's Mfc. A house call would be a waste of time. 


Night coffer* make significant mistake* thai can 


easily be avoided, the Thayer panel points out. 


Failures at Home 


Many fail to take the patient's temperature—in 


fact, don't even have a thermometer in the house. 
Also, they "destroy the evidence"—blood, or other 
bodily discharge, before the doctor arrives. Such bits 
of evidence may be helpful in making an accurate 
diagnosis. 


While patients may not as a rule exaggerate symp- 


toms, they omit important facts. They tend to be 
vague about subjects such as how much they've been 
drinking, what kinds of food they have eaten, whether 
they've been overworking, overexerting. To patients 
with. ulcers, high blood pressure, heart trouble, or 
allergies, these questions can be vital. 


Most patients want the doctor to come to the house. 


They do not want to be "treated" on the phone. Some 
doctors are exasperated to find that a patient just 
wants to chat. 


Dr. Dore once got a latc-at-night call from a woman 


who said she wanted to know why she kept getting 
hungry at night. Dr. Jacklcr got a night call from a 
patient asking if he was going out of town. She was 
anxious and just wanted to make sure that another 


doctor would be available and "covering" him if he 
did leave town. 
( 
- . 


Are there doctors who refute to make nigh I calls?. 
Yes, a minority do refuse, says Dr. Robertson, and 


"they stick out like a sore thumb." These "daytime doc- 
tors" throw the burden of night calls on their col- 
leagues. Patients soon learn which doctors make night 
calls and which don't. They steer toward those who do. 


What do you do when a really sick patient calls and 


says he cannot reach his "regular" doctor? "We cither 
_make the call," Dr. Fisher points out, "or-arrange for 
another doctor to go to the house." 


Doctors do this partly as a favor to colleagues and 


partly because they feel some day Ihe tables will be 
turned and the colleague will reciprocate. 


I asked why there is a popular notion that young 


doctors make most of the night calls. 


"They do make many," Dr. Robertson says, "be- 


cause the young doctor, just establishing practice, is 
eager to make any cajls he can. Also, some of the 
older practitioners seek out the younger practitioner 
to'cover'them at night." 


What about fee*? 
Dr. Robertson candidly admits fees are upped 


(after 9 or 10 p.m.) "to discourage night calls." 
There is a tendency to forget that the doctor is a 
human being who wants some time with his family, 
to socialize and to sleep, too. 


Dr. Fisher declares, "Some doctors look at the in-

creased night,fee as extra payment for extra work, a 
sort of time-and-a-half for night work." . 


Night cattt present hazard* to Ae doctor'* etjtn-. 


librivm and to hit physical axil-being. 


Dr. Dore cites the type of individual who calls 


several doctors "just to make sure that one will get 


• there." On a couple of occasions he arrived in a hurry 
—only to find another doctor already at the house. 


At times, too, (he panel believes, there is a definite 


danger'in making night calls, especially in big cities. 
Not infrequently, doctors have been mugged and 
robbed. 


When Ihe phone ring* late at night, what it the 


doctor i first reaction? 
' 


"Experience shows that about half the call* you 


receive at night mean one of your hospitalized patients 
hat 'gone tour,'" Dr. Robertson taid. "More often 
than not, you're prepared to ruth to the hospital." 


I asked if a conscientious doctor would ever dis- 


touragc night calls. Here, the doctors reveal a serious 
personal conflict. 


"There comes a point," they say, "when you have 


so much work, so many patients, that you cannot care 
for new ones efficiently. Additional patients mean that 
someone will be neglected. 


"When that point is reached, the conscientious doc- 


tor actually performs a service for all the patients 
concerned by discouraging night calls." 


A Compromise Plan 


Actually, doctor* who are always likely to be fight- 


ing fatigue and demand* of conscience are finding 
way* to eate the nightfall problem. In communities 


, throughout the U.S., group* of two, four or more doc- 
tor* work out "covering" arrangement* to thai one 
doctor trill always he available for night call*. 


Should the patient ask a new doctor if he makes 


night call* routinely f Yes, tea* the unanimous reply, 
and the patient should think twice about accepting 
a family doctor who does not make them. 


Obviously, as the Thayer doctors point out, every- 


thing is not black or white when it comes to night 
calls. Even doctors disagree on some of the fine points. 
This much is certain: the patient must use his judg- 
ment. What can wait until morning—and what can- 
not wait? 


The patient must decide because the initiative for 


the night call almost always resides with him.

ACK IN THE DAYS when Her Serene Highness, 


Princess Grace of Monaco, was a commoner, 


posing as a photographic model for PARADE, her 
father, the late wise and witty John Kelly of Philadel- 
phia, told her, "There arc two words no prudent 
woman uses—'never' and 'always,' " 


From her dad, who rose from Philadelphia brick- 


layer to multi-millionaire, Grace Kelly accepted and 
retained that bit of advice, which ii why when anyone 
naked her during the pa«t six years, "Will you never 
again star in another motion picture?" or some vari- 
ation thereof, Princess Grace made stire not to use the 
words "never" or "always." 


She always hedged with, "I am much too busy with 


my husband and children," or "I have left that all . 
behind," or "I am afraid my movie-making days are 
part of my past." 


But the truth is that ever since her marriage to 


Prince Rainier, the former Grace Kelly hat retained 
a Hollywood press agenf, has kept in communication 
with the film colony and had talks with her agent Jay 
Kanter of MCA, Film stars shooting on the Riviera 
have always been welcomed by Princess Grace and 
her show-biisiness-mindcd husband. 


Urge to Come Back 


In addition, as proven by Hollywood history, it has 


t>cen an unwritten rule in this industry that no actress 
can resist the lure of a screen comeback. And that 
applies even to the great Garbo.'last of the holdouts, 
for whom several producers arc preparing comeback 
vehicles. 


The announcement a few weeks ago, therefore, that 


Princess Grace was returning to Hollywood this sum- 
mer to slar in Marni for Alfred Hitchcock came as a 
surprise to no one. 


What it surprising, however, are the reasons offered 


for Grace's comeback. 


There are two sets of these, one emanating from the 


Princess and her entourage, and the other from the 
people of Monaco. 


Because she is now, at 33, well versed in the ways 


of royal protocol, Princess Grace deferred to her hus- 
band in explaining her comeback decision. Treating 
the entire affair'in a jovial, light-hearted manner, 
Rainier revealed that like former President Eisen- 


hower, he, too, is a golf-addict, in fact loves to spend 
his vacation playing golf. "The Princess docs not," he 
pointed out, "so this is really my little holiday treat. 
While she is making her film, I will play golf. 


"I know," he added, "that she would very much like 


to sec whether she can still act as well as she used to. 
After all, she spent many years of time and effort in 
establishing her screen career, and then she gave it 
all up for marriage to inc.". 


When asked if the Princess might not be fed up 


with life in Monaco or simply bored, Rainier quickly 
denied it. "She has many interests here," he declared, 
"our children, the Junior Girl Guides, the Red Cross, 
many interests. But I think/' he went on understand- 
ing!)', "that every talented woman derives satisfaction 
from doing a creative job, a piece of work which she 
can pursue enthusiastically. And that is why she 
wants to act—if only temporarily—in another film." 


When I asked Grace's press attache at the palace 


whether money might have been a motivating factor 
in her'planned return to Hollywood—Grace will re- 
ceive at least one million dollars for'thc film—he 
laughed.'"Of course not," he said. "She will give all 
the money to a charity for childrcri. She is doing it 
merely as a divertissement... a diversion. Right now 
we do not know whether she will take the children 
to Hollywood or not. But it is merely a divertissement 
approved by her very understanding husband."

President of France, who doesn't like Prince Rainier 
on a personal basis arid would just a* soon force his 
abdication. 


By making Monaco a virtually tax-free principality, 


Rainier has attracted so many people that land in 
Monaco, much of which he owns, hat tripled in value. 


Now what de Gaulle contends is that Monaco is 


being protected by France, that the Monegasques en-» 
joy most of the privileges of French protection and 
neighborliness and that Prince Rainier and his sub- 
jects should pay their fair share of taxes.

In addition, de Gaulle wants the right to counter- 


sign Prince Rainier's decrees. Three years ago Rainier 
suspended the Constitution, dissolved the elected 
Parliament of his little 370-acrc country, banned all 
political meetings and began to rule by decree. Three 
weeks ago he restored the old constitution of his vest- 
pocket principality. He also proposed that Monaco 
have its own "flag of convenience" and that Monte- 
Carlo become a free port attracting a tremendous 
amount of trade and tourist business, all of which 
would detract from France. 


lie Gaulle quickly snuffed out these proposals and 


at one point threatened to throw a cordon of troops 
around Monaco and cut off its supply of water and 
electricity. 


Eventually the French president relented but he 


has made it no secret that he regards 38-year-old 
Rainier as an autocratic upstart. 


Another bone of contention between these tw6 is 


Einilc Pcllctier, French-nominated prime minister 
of Monaco and a persona! friend of dc Gaulle who 
had chosen him for this soft, tax-free 535,000 per 
year job. Recently Rainier fired Pelletier and dc Gaulle 
fumed. 


Mos( Monegasques are frankly appalled" at these 


developments. If French taxes are imposed upon them, 
they will scream bloody murder and accuse Rainier 
of mining their tax-free principality. 


Many of them do not like Rainier—they accuse 


him of being petulant, autocratic and dictatorial, al-

I found Bashir fully as clever as his 


news clippings indicate. Many people in- 
the U.S. doubted that an illiterate man 
like Bashir could speak so eloquently. 
When asked about his poetic answers, 
Bashir told me: "Do you think only edu- 
cated people have brain?? God gave us 
common people brains too."

.four children in a community made up 


of 800 Modem families, refugee* 
from 


India after the 1947 partition. 


Bashir's hovel is different from the others 


in that it has a table piled high with a suit- 
case, a Pan American overseas bag, .sou- 
venir of his 15,000-milc flight to the U.S., 
a box that once contained a Kissy doll, and 
gift clothing from the U.S. Another sou- 
venir is a supermarket cart, which Bashir 
uses as a baby buggy. 


The came! driver returned from the 


U.S. with a new interest—-politics. De- 
spite'the fact that he can't read and can 
write only his name (he learned how in 
the U.S. so he could sign autographs), 
Bashir is a candidate for election to the 
Provincial Assembly in Lahore, a ISO- 
member body akin to a state legislature. 
He is also,president of the newly-organ- 
ized City Railway Colony Social Welfare 
Organization, a community-improvement 
group. Bashir admits he can't really afford 
to be a politician, but he feels it's more 
important to do something for the people. 


"I'm a poor man myself, but as people 


want me to contest the election I will do 
so," Bashir says with all the aplomb of a 
drafted candidate. 


Prestige Up—Pay Down 


All thit may enhance hi* prestige and 


cclelnrily status, but it hat diminished hi* 
take-home pay. B. J. (Before )ohn*on), 
Riishir made 25 rupee! (about fS.50) a 
day picking up loads of coal and a>heat 
from the railroad terminal near hit hut. He 
icas able to tace about five rupee*'daily 


Note, with little time to drive hi* camel, 


: Rtuhir }>ays a jobber four rupee* a day to 
da hi* hauling. Bathir't main occupation 
it /earning how to time the red pickup 
truck sent to him as a gift from Ford. 


I went with him once when-he was 


having a particularly hard time with his 
driving lesson.-While he can do figure-: 
eight turns, he has a heavy touch with 
the brake pedal. After a sudden joking 
stop, he turned to me in. exasperation. 
"This truck is for engineers and big of- 
ficers," he said, "it's not for a man who has 
to labor to earn his living." 
^ 


Bashir intends to go into the carting 


business wilh his truck—but he will also 


keep his camel. The camel cart hauls more. 
Such a "fleet" will make him a real en- 
trepreneur in the eyes of his Pakistani 
neighbors. 


Until recently, Bashir had no idea of 


what an education could do for a man. 
His philosophy, was that of millions of 
other Pakistanis—lhat it was "not his lot" 
to be schooled. It's good fortune to be edu- 
cated, but.if you're not, you're not. 


Bashir's visit to America changed this 


view. "I wanted to earn enough,to keep 
my family happy, but I see now that it is 


; not enough. I am a camel driver because I 
have no educationj I use my hands, but 
now I want my sons to be educated in 
! Am'rika', so they could earn a living 
with greater ease and less toil." 


- 
Bashir has a more traditional goal for 


his five-year-old daughter. "In my country 
it it not necessary for girls to be so 
learned,".he said. "I am sending her to a 
religious school arid-I would like her to 
read and. write, but more isnot necessary."

Pretident Johnton'i help he't fulfilled the 
Motlem't tacred dream of vititing Mecca.

yet know how to use, aim a 'portable tran-

Today Rodney, at 10, is a frail, friendly 


boy, loved by his family and popular with 
plajmates. In many wa>s, his life is not too 
different from that of any other 10 year-old. 
He reads and writes and hncs to draw. He at- 
tends "school"—a teacher conies to his house 
every clay and he greets her with his favorite 
song, a quaicring Good Morning, Dear 
Teacher, lie watches TV a lot and he peppers 
strangers with questions—"Do you gQ to 
school?" . .."What do you do?" .. . "What do 
your mother and father do?" 


Of course, Rod has had to I* a "fighter" 


since the day he was born. Mis history is one 
of setback and gain. Recently, for instance, 
he unaccountably lost his sense of balance 
and now cannol walk unaided. Bone grafts 
in jus skull never have completely "taken," 
so that a flap of skin is all that covers the top 
of his head. He is small for his age and moves 
slowly, hut his dark eyes arc alert ami in- 
telligent.

Rod spent the first five years'of his life 


in hospitals, with only rare visits home. When 
he finally came home to stay in August 1956, 
lie had a lot of catching up to do. 


"lie could tell you how to use a stetho- 


scoftc or ait X-ray machine," Mrs. Rrodie says. 
"Rut he didn't know the difference between 
a brother and a shier, a car and a tractor, or 
an apple and a )>otato. He'd necer had any 
experience icith any of these things and he 
had to ttart learning at the age of 5." 


He also was starved for companionship, 


hut his seven brothers' and sisters immediate- 
ly provided that in quantity-. "We just love 
Rodney," says Linda, 15. The ncM-linoi-linix! 
children feel the same way. In summer, the 
yard of the rambling white house is full of 
children. 


Rodney usually sits in the sandpilc or on 


the swings and watches them. He cannot 
always keep up with them, hut they always 
include him in their games. They even mock- 
wrestle with him, being careful not to bump 
his head 


Rodney and His Friends 


Actually, Roy I and Marge Brodic wish the 


other children would IK a little less solicitous 
of Rodney. The children arc so eager to be 
nice thai they dn many things for him that he 
could do for himself. "Rodney learned to be 
dependent in the hospital," his mother says. 
"We'd like him to he more independent,, 
strike out more for liirnsclf." 


Rodney doesn't talk too much to the other 


children. He saves most of his conversation 
for Jill and Julie and for his favorite play- 


mate, brother Kevin, 7. Rodney's idea of hap 
piness is to sleep with him. Conditioned to 
early hours in five years of hnspilali/.ation, he 
used to wake up at dawn and then rouse his 
brother by tickling his feet or blowing in his 
face. Needless to say, Kevin's feelings did not 
jibe with Rodney's. 


What's an Operation? 


Rodney has no clear conception of his 


pasl. "1 don't 'member the hospital," he told 
I'AHADF, "I just 'member being home with 
my brothers and sisters." 


"He necer has asked why he can't jilay like 


other kids," Marge Kroilic says. "All he asks 
is why he has no hair on the sides oj his head. 
We tell him he had an alteration ifhen he 
was a little boy and won't ecer hace hair 
there. He doesn't know n-hat an alteration it 
hut it seems to satisfy 
him." 


Rodney, meanwhile, seems a happy boy, 


looking forward eagerly to school every day, 
reading his books, thinking about the future. 
"I don't know if I can play hall when I grow 
up," he says, "but 1 would like to drive cars 
and trucks." 


"We'd IK lost without Rod," 
says his 


mother. "He's one of us, an important mcm- 
l>cr of the family. He's not special—we just 
let him be Rod, the same as the others arc 
whichever ones they arc. We love them all 
the same." 


The whole "miracle" case remains mysti- 


fying to doctors, ti-ho do not knoic ichat to 
CA/JCC/ from Rodney from one day to the 
next. For every hurdle Rodney Rro<lic over- 
comes makes medical history.

MACMILLAN, who reached 


Washington late Friday after 
a visit to New York, talked 
with Kennedy in private in 
the President's office for an 
hour. Then they moved to the 
larger cabinet room and were 
joined by a group of advisers 
including Rusk and British 
Ambassador David Ormsby 
Gore. Rusk was leaving Sat- 
urday night for conferences 
in Britain. 


Macmillan lunched at the 


White House, and the con- 
ference continued during the 
afternoon. His turn to play 
host came later, with Kennedy 
invited to be his dinner guest 
at the British Embassy. 


It was following the ad- 


journment of the hour-long 
session in the cabinet room 
that Salinger and Evans an- 
nounced that the talk had 
covered "East-West relations 
with particular emphasis on 
Berlin and the future of the

WASHINGTON' — With thr resumption this put 


week of nuclear testing by the United States, the ques- 
tion arises of precisely how much pood the tests actually 
do. There is a vast difference of opinion on that question 
among those scientists who have studied the matter. 


Some of the scientists who arc close to the White 


House maintain that there is no scientific need for the 
testing. They say there are good and sound political 
reasons why the tests should be resumed and they arc 
indicating that President Kennedy's action in ordering 
new tests were based largely on political, not scientific, 
grounds. 


The argument of these scientists is that the United 


States now possesses a clear lead in nuclear weaponry: 
that the United States now has incilcualble "overkill" 
power, that is the power 
In kill more people than 
is necessary to achieve an 
objective; that the tests 
ran merely result in learn- 
ing how to hill even more 
people that you don't have 
to kill, and that little if 
any new knowledge can be 
gained from the exercises. 


Most of the above ar- 


guments are hotly opposed 
by another group of scien- 
tists, who also have ac- 
rrss to the President's ear. 
They contend that while

only in atmospheric tests can the bomb bursts be ef- 
fectively studied and thus give mankind more knowledge 
of the forces with which he is dealing.

Most nf us ran let the scientists happily argue 
the question, hut the President, of course, had to make 
a decision.

As long a< there 
i w»j the remotest chance, that something miqht he 
».' learned from the tests, he could not permit the Russians 
\ to burst their bombs \vithout loosing our own. 


Whatever doubts he and his scientific advisers might 


have had about the efficacy of the tests, the Russians, 
In effect, left him no choice. 


The fear that the Russians might be learning some- 


thing new. that they might through their experiments 
catch up with us or even outstrip us would have had 
hart political rffrctt within the United Stales and would 
certainly have caused considerable queasiness on the 
part of our allies. 


In effect then, the President's decision tn resume 


testing was largely a political decision, based more upon 
the exigencies of the cold war than upon the scientific 
reasons for the explosions.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—A mighty blast high 


over the central Pacific last week signaled resump- 
tion of U. S. nuclear weapons tests in the atmos- 
phere. There are many more to come. 


President Kennedy figuratively pulled the trigger. 


He gave American weaponeers the "go" when Soviet 
Premier Niklta Khrushchev disdained a long-pending 
deadline for signing a cheat-proof test-ban pact. 


The United States meanwhile scored Us first land- 


Ing on the moon with an unmanned, "crippled" Ranger-4 
spacecraft—crippled because a technical flaw damaged 
its vital communication system.

THE NATION ALSO OPENED a new era in inter- 


national space collaboration. It joined Britain and Japan 
in two experiments, including the firing into orbit of the 
world's first international satellite. This latter was an 
Anglo-American venture. 


Two highly secret satellites were lofted from the 


West Coast, apparently in- 
tended for defense pur- 
poses, and it was an- 
nounced that the next U.S. 
manned orbital flight will 
come at Cape Canaveral in 
mid-May with Astronaut 
Scott Carpenter at the con- 
trols.

But dominating the headlines were the U. S. nuclear 


shots—the President's most forceful way of showing 
Khrushchev the United States will maintain its nuclear 
deterrent power, come what may, until Russia joins In 
an ironclad test ban. 


Kennedy had s.iid in effect that the deterrent wilt 


be maintained despite the anger of friend, foe. or neu- 
tral, or deadly radioactive fallout—anything, so long as 
Khrushchev maintains his present position. 


MOSCOW REACTED at the Geneva disarmament 


ronfcrence with charges Kennedy had brought the world 
"to the abyss of nuclear war." It indicated it would call 
for sanctions but found no backers outside the Com- 
munist bloc. Nor did Khrushchev carry out a threat to 
bolt the conference. 


U. S. Ambassador Arthur II. Dean reminded the con- 


ference the United States resumed testing because it re- 
fused to be duped again by Russia as It was last fall 
when Khrushchev broke a gentlemen's agreement with 
The firing of more than -JO radiation-laden blasts. 


Dean said no responsible government woul allow 


this situation to continue 
and expose itself to further 
betrayal by a hostile power 
whose declared objective is 
to "overwhelm and destroy 
us." 


In Washington Secre- 


tary of State Dean Rusk 
said the United States "re- 
grets" the tests but not its 
decision to po ahead. Ho 
also cited Russia's chc.it 
tests and said: "We aren't 
going to lo«e any time." 
The United States, he add- 
ed, ran never accept a test-ban treaty based on "blind 
trust;" that it would never place the security of the 
American people and the free world in the hands nf 
those who operate in secrecy. 


But he said the President will continue to press 


ahead for an end to the arms race, even while the Amer- 
ican tests arc going on. 


Rusk said meantime that he did not foresee an early 


summit conference, which Khrushchev wants. Nor did 
he foresee a formal NATO-Warsaw pack non-aggression 
treaty until the Kremlin recognizes the Allies have "ab- 
solutely no intention of abandoning their rights in West 
Berlin."

Tork Topples Vau 
Mark 16-2

Dave Tork, a pole vault also-ran with the audacious 


confidence of a Barbary Coast pirate, finally won a first- 
place medal. 


The 27-year-old Camp Pcndlcton Marine lieutenant, 


consistent second-place finisher In big league competi- 
tion, won tiic big prize Saturday by pole vaulting 1C feet, 
2 Inches at the fourth Mt. San Antonio Relays. 


No man, beast or kangaroo has ever soared so high 


without a balloon. 


Five hours and 18 minutes after the vault competi- 


tion began, Tork surpassed Don Bragg's still recognized 
world record of 15-9'/J. George Davics' pending record of 
15-10J4 and John Uelses' recent vault of 1G-}J. 


It was no surprise to Tork. or to Independent, Press- 


Telegram readers whom he told exclusively three weeks 
ago, "16 feet Is easy; I'll get it at anytime. I'm thinking 
about 17 feet." 


Tork. a 14-1 vaulter at West Virginia U.. was dead- 


locked with Gerald I'ratt of Texas Southern ssd !?:vi~. 
now of Arizona State, after surpassing 15-7. 


But the tic didn't last long. 
Davics and Pratt missed badly at 1C-2. Tork was 


"over" on his first try. but scraped the bar on the way 
down. His second assault was a winner all the way. He 
cleared it with at least four Inches to spare. 


The C-foot. 170-pounder held the fiber glass pole at 


14-9 and used a 152-foot run for the big one. 
• 


Tork tried 16-4 three times but the Inspiration had 


expired. He didn't come close. 


A Marine for four years, Tork's previous best was 


15-8^ last month. 


The vaulting began at 14 feet but Tork took his 


calisthenics on the sidelines until competition reached 
15 feet. He made 15-0 on his first try, then 15-7. Then 


he was alone, except for 1.000 expectant spectators sur- 
rnnmlinff the catapult runway. 


Tork's vault timing was perfect but the timing of 


the event was not. 


He finished his acrobatics at 7 p.m.. the same time 


that Al Ocrtcr boarded a plane for New York with his 
"field athlete of the meet" trophy. 


Tile votinq was held at 4:30 p.m. No doubt a new 


pole poll would bring a two-foot silver trophy for Tork.

Fish that grow like no other fish in the Sierra Nevada! 
Ons never knows what he will catch when he tosses a 
baited hook into Crowley. What he docs know is that 
when he sets a strike, the fish, if landed, will go a pound 
or better. That's the main reason for the seven-fish 
limit here. Those fish must not weigh more than 10 
pounds and cne fish. But you can take three fish, re- 
gardless of size. 


It's Impassible to predict Sunday's total catch, so

Guide: Don't Push 


By Harry Karns 


• MERE'S ONE of the ironies of life: Some parents, in 


their desire for their child to succeed in school 


and in his career when he pets out of school, push 
him so hard that he falls short of the mark he is 
capable of making. 


Such parents need to learn the difference between 


motivation and push. 


Excessive 
pressure 
by 


teacher or parent on the 
child tends to make him 
nervous and give him a 
feeling of inadequacy; these 
feelings distract him; the 
result is exactly the oppo- 
site from what the teacher 
or parent intended. 


Normally, a child has a 


priceless, fresh enthusiasm. 
He is ready to go down the roads of learning that are 
opened to him. 


But find out what his best speed Is. Evaluate his 


ability and the stage of his development. Hemcml)er 
that these factors vary widely in the average ele- 
mentary school class. Some students arc as much as 
four years ahead of others. The student who develops 
slowly may eventually catch up with his more ad- 
vanced classmate. Meanwhile, he needs guidance ra- 
ther than a firm shove. 


THE PARENT who really wants to help will pro- 


vide an intellectual environment that creates respect 
for and interest in learning. The number of books in 
the home and the quality of the conversation have a 
direct bearing on academic achievement. 


Don't merely scold. Open up new avenues of 


thought. If you don't want the youngster to waste 
away his precious minutes, provide him interesting 
and constructive experiences. Take him to art gil- 
lerics, museums, libraries. Answer his questions. 


Dut you may be sure of this: If you try to thrust 


an art, a career, or a book upon him, he will resist. 
In the end, the choices must be his. Otherwise, he will 
feel that something has been hung around his neck. 


YOU CAN challenge his mind (but make sure the 


challenge is not too big). You can open new worlds 
of thought. You can guide and suggest. 


If you do these things, the chances are good that 


you will produce a scholar. 


If you dc|>cnd on push and force, the chances are 


good that you will produce a rebel.

Wildlife 
Gels Help

A LTIIOUGH wild creatures 


liavc always had to con- 


tend with man for their right 
to live, it has generally been 
because man kilted on pur- 
pose. He killed for food, for 
hide, for feathers or because 
the animals threatened him in 
some way or another. 


Hut now has come a time 


\vlicn these wild things arc 
killed only because they are 
in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. And to give man 
credit, he is helping to pre- 
vent this slaughter whenever 
and wherever he can. 


Cars on the highways lake 


their toll of animr.ls even so 
large as deer. In an effort to 
prevent these accidental kill- 
ings signs arc 
posted 


wherever deer abound, warn- 
ing motorists to watch out 
for thrr- 


Fltr.SIILY SURFACED tar 


loads arc a hazard to chip- 
munks and squirrels that may 
try to scurry across them. 
Even birds, no doubt mistak- 
ing the shine of the tar for 
water, drop down and become 
stuck. To keep these tragedies 
from happening the forest 
service olten allots men to 
patrol the areas while the tar 
is fresh. These rangers drive 
the small animals back where 
they can. Otherwise they res- 
cue them. 


In IMoiid.i, where the tiny 


key deer like tobacco to their 
death, men scout the roads 
picking 
up cigarette 
butts 


uliich hue these elf-like ani- 
mals into the path of speed- 
ing cars. Signs are posted 
asking motorists not to dis- 
caid their cigarettes. At the 
time this program of keeping 
the roads clean was started 
these deer were so nearly 
extinct that 25 were all that 
could he found.

Migratory birds also come

The negative roll in the 


Anl; a-Matic system, as it is 
called, can be used in any 
camera which takes a 127, 
120 or G20 roll of film. It is 


loaded and exposed just as 
conventional black-and-white 
film is done. 


AITER exposure, it is put 


into the processor along with 
a roll of positive print paper. 
The developer, in a three- 
ounce plastic container, is 
poured into its special com- 
partment and is used only 
once. W hen the electric 
switch is turned on, the de- 
velopment process starts as 
the rolls' of negative and posi- 
tive materials are brought 
tightly together. In a few sec- 
onds they emerge from a 
slot, pressed together in one 
continuous strip. 


After 30 seconds they can 


be peeled apart. 'I hi- negative 
roll is useless and is dis- 
carded. After drying, the roll 
of finished prints can be cut 
apart or accoidion folded to 
form a continuous >napshot 
folder.

Once the bulbs develop into 


a cluster of plants and start 
to bloom usually along in 
June, they'll continue to send 
forth tall and handsome new 
flower spikes topped with 
fragrant, pink, lily-like flow- 
ers.

Fruit 
trees, you know, require long, 
slow, deep, occasional irriga- 
tion, and so the method of 
watering them properly is 
very different from the way in 
which you would water your 
lawn.

The doctor wants to know exactly nhy he's receiv- 


ing the call. 


This is important, explains Dr. Harold Willanl, 


"because the doctor ivants to know if he's really nettled 
nr if the patient is heller off going directly to the hos- 
pital." Here, for example, is a typical situation: 


A wife calls and wants the doctor to come immedi- 


ately. She describes her husband's symptoms—short- 
ness nf breath, pain in the chest, pale complexion, 
vomiting, and perhaps fainting. 


The doctor surmises a heart attack. He nuy order 


the patient to the hospital. Knotting the symptoms in 
this case has sated precious time—and maybe the pa- 
tient's life. A house call tumid be .1 waste of lime.

Failures at Home 


Many fail to take the patient's temperature—in 


fact, don't eicn haie a thermometer in the house. 
Also, they "destroy the evidence"—blood, or other 
Ixxlily discharge, before the doctor arrives. Such bits 
of etidence may he helpful in making an accurate 
diagnosis. 


While patients may not as a rule exaggerate symp- 


toms, they omit Important facts. They tend to be 
\ague alxiut subjects such as hotv much they've l>een 
drinking, what kinds nf food they have eaten, whether 
they've l>ccn overworking, overexerting. To patients 
with ulcers, high blood pressure, heart trouble, nr 
allergies, these questions can be vital. 


Most patients want the doctor to come to the house. 


They do not want to be "treated" on the phone. Some 
doctors arc exasperated to find that a patient just 
wants to chat. 


Or. I)orc once got a late at night call from a woman 


who said she wanted lo know why she kept getting 
hungry at night. Dr. Jacklcr got a night*call from a 
patient asking if he was going out of town. She was 
anxious and just wanted to make sure that another 


doctor would be available and "covering" him if he 
did Icaxe town. 


Arc there doctor* irno refute lo make night fall*? 
Yes, a minority do refuse, says Dr. Itobertson, and 


"they stick out like a sore thumb." These "daytime doc- 
tors" throw the burden of night calls on their col- 
leagues. Patients soon learn which doctors make night 
calls and w bich don't. They steer toward those w ho do. 


What do you do when a really sick patient calls and 


says he cannot reach his "regular" doctor? "We either 
make the call," Dr. Fisher points out, "or arrange for 
another doctor In pi to the house." 


Doctors do this partly as a favor In colleagues and 


partly because they feel some day the tables will be 
turned and the colleague will reciprocate. 


I asked why there Is a popular notion that young 


dot tors make most of the night calls. 


They do make many," Dr. Holicrtson says, "lie-

Night call* pmtnt hazard* to the doctor* equi- 


librium and lo hi* physical icelt-being. 


Dr. Dorc cites the type of individual who calls 


several doctors "just to make sun: that one will get 
there." On a couple of occasions he arrived in a hurry 
—only to find another doctor already at the house. 


At times, too, the panel bclictcs, there is a definite 


danger In making night calls, «|>cvially In big cities. 
Not infrequently, doctors have been mugged and 
robbed. 


When the phone ring* late at night, tchat it the 


doctor'* fnl reaction? 


'Experience thotc* that about half the call* you 


rcccirc at night mean one of your hospitalized patient* 
ha* 'gone tour," Dr. flobertton mid. "More often 
than not, you're prepared lo ruth to the hotpital." 


1 asked if a conscientious doctor would ever dis- 


itmrage night calls. Here, the doctors rcu-al a serious 
personal conflict. 


"There comes a point," they say, "when you have 


so much work, so many patients, that you cannot care 
for new ones efficiently. Additional patients mean that 
someone will be neglected. 


"When that point Is reached, the conscientious doc- 


tor actually performs u sen ice for all the patients 
concerned by discouraging night calls." 


A Compromise Plan 


Actually, doctor* ir/io lire always likely lo Itf fight- 


ing fatigue and dcmarul* of contcience ate finding 
tray* lo ease the night-call problem. In eommunilir* 
throughout the US., group* of tiro, four or more doc- 
tor* irnrk out "cocering" arrangement* to thai one 
doctor trill alirayt lie available for night call*. 


Should the patient ask a neic doctor if he make* 


night call* routinely? Yes, tra* the unanimout reply, 
and the patient thould think (trier about accepting 
a family doctor ir/io ilort not make them. 


Obviously, as the Thayer doctors point out, every- 


thing is not black or white when it comes In night 
calls. liten doctors disagree on some of the fine points. 
Tliis much is certain: llie patient must use his judg- 
ment. What can wait until morning—and what can- 
not wait? 


The patient must decide because the initiative for 


the night call almost always resides with him.

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RIO DE JANEIRO. Veteran observers here claim a revo- 
lution is inevitable. Brasilia, the new inland capital, 
is rapidly becoming the world's largest ghost town. 
Former President Juscelino Kubitschek has become one 
of the world's richest millionaires. Graft and cor-r 
ruption are endemic, sweeping the country at every 
level. Brazilian politicians have deposited tremen- 
dous sums in Swiss banks. 


The situation here is similar to the one which 


existed in pre-Castro, pro-Communist Cuba. The U.S. 
may pour limitless funds into this bankrupt nation in 
an effort to save it from Communism and anti-Ameri- 
canism, but all of it will go down the drain unless 
the character of the nation's leaders changes. 


For example, a mayor of Sao Paulo while campaigning 


for office told the people, 'Sure I steal, but I also 
achieve.' Brazilians claim that Janio Quadros, the 
President who resigned, is personally honest — 'but 
drunk with power and sex." Things here look terrible. 


BEIRUT. LEBANON. Women are taking over the white 
slavery run in the Near East. Intorpol. the international 
police organization, reports that this constitutes the 
single largest headache in trying to crack the exist- 
ing vice ring. 


Here's how the system works: Lebanese and Syrian 


women recruit girls from France. Austria, and Germany. 
Under contract these girls 'sell* themselves for a 
specific period of time, usually from a week to 
six months. 


The girls cone to Lebanon and from hero are sent to 


rich protectors In Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, and Qatar. 
They stav with their buvers for agreed periods of 
time, then have the option of renewing their con- 
tracts, belnf, sold to another buyer, or.returning 
home. 


The woman agent who arranges the deal receives 


20 per cent of the selllnp price plus a bonus frnm 
the buyer If the "merchandise* turns out to be ex- 
ceedingly attractive. 


TOKYO. Each year 220,000 new_residents move into 
Tokyo, a city which cannot care for its present 
population of 10,000.000. The government Is frantically 
trying to find a solution to the problem since Tokyo 
today doesn't have enough housing, transport or 
water to maintain decent standards. One solution: 
have the government develop a group of suburbs within 
a 100-mile radius of Tokyo. 


BARCELONA. Biggest demonstrations yet against

"I am sending her to a 
religious school and 1 would like her to 
read and write, but more is not necessary."
